“The NSA has built an infrastructure that 
allows it to intercept almost everything. 
With this capability, the vast majority of hu- 
man communications are automatically in- 
gested without targeting. If I wanted to see 
your emails or your wife’s phone, all I have 
to do is use intercepts. I can get your emails, 
passwords, phone records, credit cards,” 
Snowden said. 

The Guardian published revelations last 
week that U.S. security services had moni- 
tored data about phone calls from Verizon 
and Internet data from large companies such 
as Google and Facebook. 

Some legal experts were puzzled as to why 
Snowden fled to Hong Kong because it has 
an extradition treaty with the U.S. while 
mainland China does not. 

Jesselyn Radack, a former U.S. Justice De- 
partment attorney who represents whistle- 
blowers, told Reuters: ‘As a whistleblower

City says Dearborn 
bike signals keeping 
cyclists in Jfne

Chicago's first cv.’o-wt^ prorccrcti bike lanes 
have been in place for six months throtigh the 
center of downtown on Dearborn Street, and 
the experience so far has led city officials to 
conclude that all cyclists really need to obey 
traffic laws are signals of their own, telling 
them that stop means stop.

Mandela’s condition, a day after the ailing civil 
rights icon was rushed to the hospital yet again. 

The office hasn’t offered an update since in- 
forming the world Saturday that Mandela was 
in “serious but stable condition” at a Pretoria 
hospital with a recurring lung infection. 

Visitors to the website of the South African 
president’s office got error messages Sunday 
Mandela, 94, has become increasingly frail, 
and has been in and out of hospitals in re- 
cent years.

Stmday Times read, “It’s time to let him go.”

ing to be a part of the show in any way?

I hope that the show is 
always a place where current or past “SNE’ 
cast members that I’ve worked with can 
stop by and do whatever they want. 

When Jimmy Falion announced his move, 
there was a lot of talk about It being time 
for a woman or a minority to enter the iate- 
night circie. What do you think it wouid 
take to make that happen? 

I’m assuming at some point, it will just feel 


the natural choice. By the way, there 
plenty of great natural choices now 
who, for all I know, turned it down 
before they came to me. [Laughs.] 
But I win tell you, as someone 
who got the job offer, there are 
numerous people— both female 
and minority— that had they 
gotten this job, I would have 
completely understood that as a 
good choice. 


But before you transition into that 
roie, you’il be back in Chicago for Just 
For Laughs. What’s the difference between 
your stand-up persona and host persona? 

Fortunately, they’re fairly close. The nice 
thing about being on “Weekend Update” 
and having your own show is you get to be 
yourself And obviously, the same is true 
with stand-up. The biggest difference is, 

I would say, time spent with me. That’ll 
change, obviously, when I have a late-night 
show but for now, people are used to seeing 
me for 10 to 15 minutes at a time and with 
stand-up, you get to be out there for an 
hour.

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Russell Brand might 
seem anarchic, but 
don’t worry— there’s a 
method to his madness

Based on his character Aldous Snow in “For- 
getting Sarah Marshall” and “Get Him to the 
Greek” — not to mention his years of highly 
pubhcized drug and alcohol addiction-relat- 
ed controversies and much-discussed mar- 
riage to/divorce from Katy Perry— it would 
be easy to erroneously label Russell Brand as 
a loose cannon. 

He does celebrate stand-up comedy’s po- 
tential for mayhem and chaos, claiming that 
“mundanity and structure is against our na- 
ture.” 

Stdl, lO years sober and without any re- 
grets, the Enghsh comedian (appearing 
Wednesday at the Chicago Theatre as part 
of the TBS Just For Laughs festival) also says 
“it’s a very powerful position to be a comedi- 
an” and notes that he wants to do more with 
comedy than just make people laugh. By 
phone from L.A., the 38-year-old funnyman 
talked about his unexpectedly heavy comic 
material and how his acclaimed sexual his- 
tory may influence his hypothetical political 
career. 

What’s something you’ll do on stage dur- 
ing “Just for Laughs” that none of the other 
comedians will do? 

Well, my material for a start. ... I don’t 
know what they’re going to be doing, but I 
do know that the show will begin and end 
with a real opportunity for spontaneity 
and {will} really incorporate and include 
the audience. I get into the audience, get 
involved in the audiences’ lives, deal with 
their personal problems and, on some occa- 
sions, follow them home. 

With you focusing on that spontaneous 
vibe, how much preparation is involved? 

Or can you just get up and vamp? 

No, the core material I’m working very 
hard on. I’m talking about icons: I’m 


Those are some big figures. Do you 
feel like that’s sensitive material to joke 
about? How do you feel people receive 
that stuff? 

Well, I don’t know yet. The show that we’re 
doing has been very, very well-received. It’s 
going incredibly well because it’s not like 
I’m interested in ridiculing Malcolm X, Che 
Guevara, Gandhi and Jesus. {They’re} very 
important icons. What I’m interested in is 
who are the real men behind those figures, 
and how are those images used? 


You’re not just interested in comedy, hav- 
ing posted some political statements re- 
cently. How concerned are you that a label 
like “Shagger of the Year” will prevent you 
from running for office? 

[Laughs.} If anything, “Shagger of the 
Year” will advance my entitlement to 
hold high office in a variety of nations. 
Who wouldn’t want an accredited shag- 
ger running their country? 


How interested are you in doing a na- 
tionwide tour as a musician? Would you 
ever want to do an album and big tour? 

No, I wouldn’t be interested in doing that. I 
just don’t feel like I have any real facflity in 
that area. 


I disagree; you’re a really charismatic per- 
former, and I think a lot of people would 
like to see that. 

Ohhhh, thanks. Matt. No, I just prefer to 
do comedy I could do some funny songs 
and stuff, but I’m a little too shy to be 
jumping around Hke that.

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Dave Franco steps out from his brother’s shadow

Dave Franco’s a good sport about it, but really, we all can stop asking the actor 
about his big brother James. He’s had enough. 

“I mean, that happened three years ago,” said the younger Franco, currently star- 
ring in “Now "ibu See Me.” “More than that. Ten years ago. I love and respect him 
so much. ... Maybe two or three years ago, I made a conscious decision to distance 
myself from him work-wise just because I want to pave my own path.

“I would come back to my apartment and I would either 
sit in front of the TV and just practice my little sleight-of-hand moves,” he says, “Or I would just 
be throwing cards against the wall for hours on end.”

Have you ever fantasized about robbing a 
bank, and what’s the worst thing you’ve ever 
stoien? 

I want to give you a fun answer for the bank, 
but Pm going to go with no on that. The 
worst thing Eve ever {stolen}— I wasn’t a hor- 
rible kid in terms of that kind of stuff. I think 
Pm going to go with a Milky Way from 7-1 1.
